OXOR, It is a pleasure to note that 
hey had a violin and were not dis- 
posed to part with it. The reader must 


not Overlook its full historic signifi- 
eance, The stern, uncompromising 
spirit of the Puritan had left the 


house of the Yankee before a violin 
could enter It. Humor and the love 
of play had preceded and cleared a 
way for it. Where there was a fiddle 
there were cheerful hearts. A young 
black shepherd dog with tawny points 
and the name of Sambo followed the 
wagon. 

If we had been at the Congrega- 
tional church on Sunday we 
have heard the minister saying to 
Samson, after the service, that it was 
hard to understand why the happiest 
family in the parish and the most ie- 
Ioved should be leaving its ancestral 
hume to go to a far, new country of 
which little was known. We might also 
have heard Samson answer: 

“It's awful easy to be happy here. 
We slide along in the same old groove, 
that our fathers traveled, from Ver- 
gennes to Paradise. We work and 
play and go to meetin’ and put a shin 
pluster In the box and grow old and 
narrow and stingy and mean and go 
up to glory and are turned into saints 
and angels. Maybe that’s the best 
thing that could happen to us, but 
Sarah and I kind o’ thought we'd try 
a new starting place and another route 
to heaven.” ; 

Sarah und Sampson had been raised 
on adjoining farms just out of the 
village. He had had little schooling, 
but his inind was active and well in- 
clined.

definite information concerning 
them, I am addressing this com- 
munication to you with the re- 
quest that it be spread upon 
your minutes and that it re- 
ceive an answer. I have no 
personal knowledge as to the 
truth of these rumors, but their 
very nature, and the frequency 
of their repetition and definite- 
ness make it evident that you 
should be informed of them and’ 
that the City government 
should reply to them, so that 
the public can receive definite 
and detailed information. 

For instance, it is said that 
orders have been given to our 
police force that they make no 
more arrests for drunkenress, 
and that our local prohibition 
enforcement ordinance be dis- 
regarded. The police judge is 
reported to have remarked, “We 
are handling drunks jight now.” 
Now, if these things are so, I am 
sure the public will appreciate 
knowing the reasons for giving 
such orders to the police force 
and why “drunks are being 
handled light now.” And if these 
things are not so, these rumors 
should be checked by a review 
of the orders given to the police 
department on all liquor matters 
since the passage of our local 
prohibition enforcement  ordin- 
ance on March 21st, 1921, and 
also by a public statement of 
the sentences given to “drunk” 
cases in our police court since 
the same date. For the benefit 
of all individuals interested in 
these matters and of all who
